At First Avenue, where he with 
hundreds of others was idling on the 
beach, Mr. Toland heard cries for help, 
conn*ng from 200 feet out in the water, 
where Howard White, 37, of Philadel- 
phia, was in trouble. White was mak- 
ing a desperate effort to keep above 
the surface the heads of his daughter, 
Dolores, 10, and 9-year-old Edna 
Chain, also of Philadelphia. 

Removing his coat, Toland dashed 
into the surf. The crowd on the beach 
stood breathless as he grasped the 
almost unconscious White in a rescue 
hold. Dolores and the other girl in- 
stinctively caught hold of their res- 
cuer's belt. Then followed the slow, 
but tortuous, swim to safety. 

An eager throng stood almost waist 
deep in the breakers and assisted all 
to the beach. Jt was necessari 
minister restoratives 'to WSite 
children before they were escorted To 
their summer home at the resort.

The attention of business men is 
called to the child labor law relating 
to the employment of children: 
Who May Work. 

**No child under 14 years of age may 
be employed at any time, either when 
schools are in session or during school 
vacations. 

•'Children between 14 and 16 years 
of age may be employed, provided they 
have the proper employment certifi- 
cates. 

Penalty for Violation. 

**Any person or firm violating any 
provisions of the child labor law is 
subject to a fine of not less than $10, 
not more than $200, imprisonment for 
10 days or both." 

Certificates. 

Certificates for vacation employment 
are issued from the Narberth School 
Office.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 



This is the fifth of a series of 
articles on "Prohibition" express- 
ing the personal views of the con- 
tributor on the present state of 
affairs. 



Prohibition. 

We have seen the good that re- 
sulted from prohibition or incidental 
to and simultaneously with it. There 
are also grave evils, perhaps the worst 
of which is the lawless enforcement 
of the law. 

This is a problem which every dry 
nation nmst face, and the daily papers 
reflect the horrors attendant upon this 
legal state of aridity. We have read 
of old women sentenced to a life in 
prison for selling a pint of contraband 
beverage, of yachtsmen who w^ere in- 
sulted before their families and guests 
by profane and unnecessarily abusive 
guardsmen, of Florida residents whose 
lives were endangered by wild bul- 
lets fired at a supposed rum-runner, 
of revenue ofticers who tricked people 
into breaking the law so that they 
might prosecute them, and immeasur- 
able bribery and corruption from the 
l)oliceman on his beat up to official 
circles in the nation's capitol. Such 
a condition is not healthy. 

There is also the danger of poison 
to those who will drink whether or 
not the law permits such privilege. In- 
Imman fanatics have approved these 
deaths from poison liquor as a boon 
to humanity. I hope that all such 
reformers overeat and suffer horribly 
from gout. If you are interested in 
the "other side" of the prohibition 
()uestion read Courtlandt NicoH's ar- 
ticle in the North American Review 
June issue, entitled "The Farce of En- 
forcement." According to Ralph 
Beaver Strassburger, there is only one 
other country in which prohibition is 
a law, and that is Hedjaz in Asia 
Minor. This community is inhabited 
by puritan Mohammedans whose sul- 
tan has made drinking a capital of- 
fense. Finland allows not niore than 
2 per cent, alcohol and punishes public 
drunkenness. The Turkish Govern- 
ment is carrying on propaganda to 
make citizens drink alcohol to in- 
crease government funds. Most civ- 
ilized countries now punish drunken- 
ness or public disorder, but no other 
Nordic group says, "Thou shalt never 
drink!'* 

The mess that is rolling along in 
the wake of this hasty act is threaten- 
ing us w^ith social disintegration which 
I iielieve will low-er our national tone 
of morality and civic responsibility 
more than any reaction due to the 
war. The huinan being and particu- 
larly the hot-headed and iconoclastic 
American w^ill never observe a rule or 
law which he considers stupid, or an 
invasion of his personal rights or pre- 
rogatives. We are all descended from 
a semi-lawless pioneer slock that r-jvAC 
here because it was dissatisfied with 
the restraint and rigid supervision of 
the parent country. It is not surpris- 
ing that sr> many rise to obiect to all 
restraint. Those ' who are strong- 
minded and fair-minded nmst decide 
just where to draw lines and just how 
stringent rules rHu be enforced. 

What will our cir."*dren make out of 
this situation? They have not taught 
themselves to drink. The riotous and 
undisciplined behavior of their elders, 
gleefully seeking ways to defeat both 
the spirit and letter of the law, has 
been transmitted to them just as much 
as the belief that our so-called Democ- 
racy is the most satisfactory form of 
government. Shall we continue to 
hand down this priceless heritage of 
lawlessness, drunkenness, and attend- 



ant laxity in defiance of an unwisely- 
conceived law; shall we enforce ob- 
servance of the law, which has not 
yet been done; shall we wipe out the 
law and return to another extreme of 
exultant tipsiness as a protest against 
our dry years, or shalPwe amend the 
law and alter and adjust it to human 
desires and tendencies so that it may 
protect society and assure a safe pros- 
pect for the younger element? I'll 
express more views next week, and 
drop the subject for awhile.

It; is the duty of every resident who 
wishes to protect his trees and shrubs 
against the ravages of the bettle and 
who wishes to eliminate the pest from 
the country to take simple measures. 
The first of these is to spray or have 
sprayed his trees and shrubbery. The 
second is to set bettle traps and help 
kill off as many beetles as possible. 
Every beetle which lives through the 
season burrows into the ground and 
produces eggs which will hatch into 
hundreds of beetles by next year. 

The Narberth Shade Tree Comniis- 
sion has given their official sanction 
to the Bartlett Tree Expert Company, 
of Cynwyd. This concern is equipped 
to handle the job of spraying for the 
entire community, and, given proper 
support, can do it at a very low rate. 
To be effective, however, this service 
will have to be utilized by the great 
majority of residents. If half a dozen 
property owners on a street only have 
their trees and shrubs sprayed it will 
mean that the beetles will simply mi- 
grate to the nearest unsprayed prop- 
erty. Do you want your foliage 
ruined?
